Arlington Heights need 
w orry no longer over its w ater 
supply. The public can bathe and 
sprinkle to their h eart’s content. 
The capacity of the well is so 
g rea t th at the engineer will not 
release 
the 
figure. 
“ It 
is

thing to pump over 400 gallons 
into the sewer and another thing 
to’ pump it against pressure into 
the w ater mains,** states Engineer 
Luehring. 
The w ater is not only fit for 
drinking purposes but is entirely 
free from methane gas that was 
originally in evidence. It will not 
be necessary to aureate the wa­ 
ter, which was feared would have 
been reqquired and would have 
cost a lot more money. 
The expense of the well includ­ 
ing the building that will later 
be erected is over $20,000, the 
am ount of a special revenue bond 
issue, which will be paid from w a­ 
ter revenues. 
While other cities are talking 
about Lake Michigan water, A r­ 
lington Heights can boast of hav­ 
ing an adequate supply of good 
water.

St. Peter Lutheran church con­ 
gregation has purchased the form­ 
er Henry Klehm residence on Min­ 
er st., adjoining its school prop­ 
erty.

Sugar rationing 
shows increase of 
361 in two years 


Individuals who did not reg­ 
ister for rationing books can do 
so after May 21 at local ration­ 
ing board office. 


Arlington Heights can now claim 
a population of 6,000. The official 
figure for last week’s sugar ra ­ 
tioning within the village is 6,018, 
which is 361 greater than the of­ 
ficial census "figures of 1940. The 
general public seemed more inter­ 
ested in making certain that their 
noses were counted for rationing 
books than they ever were for any 
compilation of census figures. 
The rationing registration like­ 
wise established the relative popu­ 
lation of the north and south sides 
of Arlington. There are over 800 
more people residing on the north 
side of the town than on the south 
side.

Rules for Cooking Vegetables 


with Vitamins 


- 
and Minerals Left In 


1 Whenever possible, cook vegetables with­ 
out peeling, since many minerals are found 
directly under the skin. If they have to be 
peeled, peel them close. 


2 Do not peel, dice or shred too long be­ 
fore cooking, and never soak; exposure to 
air and soaking in water reduces vitamin 
content. 


3 Use utensil with tight-fitting lid to keep 
steam inside; it shortens cooking time, pre­ 
vents evaporation of water. 


4 Use only enough water to thoroughly cover 
the bottom of the pan. 


5 Never add soda; it destroys vitamins. 


6 Turn heat on full until steam appears; 
put in vegetables; then turn to low heat.

Testing Door Gaskets 
In most cases the tightness of 
closure of refrigerator door gaskets 
can be checked by visual examina­ 
tion when the door is closed. If the 
gasket is not visible, evidence of 
contact between the gasket and the 
box can be had by coating the gas­ 
ket with Prussian blue and observ­ 
ing the marks on the box where the 
gasket touches it. Also, a tight gas­ 
ket will grip a strip of thin paper 
placed between it and the door. 
Leakage of air by the gasket can 
sometimes be detected by a deposit 
of moisture near the leak, due to 
condensation, when the refrigerator 
is cold.

The Des Plaines city council 
last week turned down permits 
for “defense homes” in that city 
as a violation of both state law 
and city code. Further action on 
the permits will not be taken un­ 
less forced by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 


The council acknowledged the 
shortage of homes, but also rec­ 
ognized that as long .as the state 
failed to' change its building laws, 
the city had no recourse other 
than enforcing both those laws 
and their own building code. 
Main points of contradiction are 
the size of the soil pipe and the 
number of coats of plasted to be 
used in the construction of the 
homes. 
State law and the Des Plaines 
building code 
stipulates a four 
in. pipe while defense home con­ 
tracts call for nothiver over 3 in. 
Union code calls for three coats 
of plaster while the federal regu­ 
lation calls for two. 
It was pointed out that the 
union has waived this rule for 
Crystal Lake. Moreover, dozens of 
homes are now being constructed 
in this area in direct violation of 
state law.

In fact* H. W. Bean, of the ani­ 
mal husbandry department, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture, warns the farmer who 
tries to fatten his hogs on corn 
alone that he is wasting nearly a 
fourth of his feed. 


“It requires about ROO pounds 
of corn to produce UK) pounds of 
pork. The same amount of pork 
can be produced with 40() pounds 
of corn and 40 pounds of good 
protein supplement if the pig is 
fed a balanced ration. This means 
that the farmer 
can save IOO 
pounds of feed on each IOO pounds 
of pork he produces, lf he has 50 
spring pigs, he* can save eight tons 
of feed,* most 
of which will be 
corn.” 


Bean said that nearly 6,000.000 
pigs will be farrowed in Illinois in 
the spring of 1942. It would re­ 
quire 3,600,(KIO tons, or 128,500,000 
bushels, of corn 
alone to 
feed 
these pigs to market weight. The 
same amount of pork can be pro­ 
duced with 2,400,000 tons, or 85,- 
700,000 bushels of corn, plus 240,- 
000 tons of protein supplement. 
The use of 240,000 tons of supple­ 
ment will save 1,200,000 tons of 
corn. 


“The saving of feed, however, is 
not the only economy that can be.' 
credited to a balanced 
ration/'* 
Bean explained. “There will be 
fewer death losses, which means a 
saving of pigs. Pigs also wilUgain 
more rapidly and will reach market 
weight at an earlier age, thus en­ 
abling the feeder to take advant­ 
age of the higher prices which us­ 
ually occur on the early market.”

The growing 
farm labor 
emergency 


Farm Adviser, C. A. Hughes, re­ 
ports impressions from listening 
to Dan D. Leschohier, U. S. La­ 
bor Conciliator, at a recent meet­ 
ing, Mr. Leschohier is a member 
of a committee supplying war 
time industrial labor. 
He states 
that within 
the 
next year or 
eighteen months, we’ll have in mil­ 
itary service: 
8.000.000 in the army. 
4.000.000 in the navy and air 
service. 
12.000.000 men under arms. 
Since about seven workers are 
needed for each man in uniform 
we can readily see we will need 
about 85,000,000 workers, or very 
nearly 100,000,000 working out of 
our 130,000,000 population. 
Should the war 
go eighteen 
months, every one will be placed 
in some kind of service, and all 
that will not be working are the 
very young, aged, and a few others 
who cannot labor. Women will be 
placed at work, children cared for 
in nurseries; workers redistributed 
according to their 
abilities, and 
farms, factories, etc., required to 
take on unskilled help and advance 
them as they learn and acquire 
ability to do skilled work. 
For the farm this means if you 
haven’t help, it will be possible 
only to accept any kind of unskilled 
! help available and do the best 
possible with it. 


’42 AAA rales 
announced 
Ibis week 


Rates on which payments for 
cooperation in the 1942 AAA farm 
program will be based have been 
announced by 
Carl M. Bonnet, 
chairman of the 
Cook County 
AAA committee. 


Corn farmers who stay within 
corn allotments this year will earn 
a payment of 5.5 cents per bush­ 
el crop allotment payment and 
will be eligible to earn a pay­ 
ment of 11.1 cents per bushel par­ 
ity payment. The wheat rates will 
be 9.9 cents crops allotment pay­ 
ment and 13.5 cents parity pay­ 
ment. Farmers who raise pota­ 
toes can earn the payment of 1.8 
cents per bushel for staying with­ 
in potato allotments. 


All payments are made on the 
basis of the normal production of 
the allotted acreage for the farm. 


Principal purposes of AAA pay­ 
ments in 1942 are to encourage 
continued adjustment of produc­ 
tion in line with national needs 
and to insure grain farmers of 
parity prices on their crops. With 
payments made to 
bring grain 
prices up to parity, no hardship 
will be worked on livestock feed­ 
ers or consumers. 


The payments 
will be made, 
from an appropriation now being 
authorized by Congress, to help 
farmers use land, labor and equip­ 
ment as efficiently as possible to 
raise required 
supplies of farm 
products. AAA officials point out 
that this year’s payments, in ef­ 
fect, are levers helping farmers 
convert from production of crops 
with big reserves to crops the 
country needs to increase quick­ 
ly* 
For 1941 rates were 9 cents al­ 
lotment payment and 5 cents par­ 
ity payment -oYi corn and 8 cents 
allotment payment and 10c par­ 
ity on wheat. The 1942 rates have 
been reduced since tentative pay­ 
ment rates were announced last 
fall. 


Tests method of raising 
wages with cost of living 


With the cost of food, clothing 
and shelter already 14.2 per cent 
above that of August, 1939, when 
the war broke out, and still ris­ 
ing, th e r e s an increasing pres­ 
sure upon every employer in this 
couhtry to increase wages to’ meet 
these rising living costs. 


R. W. Bartlett, agricultural ec­ 
onomist of the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture, says 
one answer to the problem is ad­ 
justing wages to changes in cost 
of living. This method is now 
used for adjusting all wages in 
Canada and bv an increasing num­ 
ber of industries in the United 
States. 


In Canada the method works 
like this: For each 5 points in­ 
crease in the cost of living index, 
each employee receives a wage in­ 
crease of $1.25 a 
w e e k , or an 
equivalent of about $5 a month on 
a $109 wage. This method guar­ 
antees to each employee that he 
can have the same amount of 
food, clothing and shelter, regard­ 
less of changes in living costs. 


In Illinois this method was put 
into operation by a farm ers’ co­ 
operative company in July, 1941. 
Each employee has 
received a 
wage increase of $2.75 a month 


Formers boosting 
and putting down 
their production 


Farmers not only are boosting 
production, but are also keeping 
more and better records of their 
farm business operations. 
This is borne out by the 20,000 
farm 
account 
books 
distributed 
since the first of the year by the 
University of Illinois College cf 
Agriculture, an increase of about 
40 per cent over any previous year. 
“The increase in farm-record 
keeping is a reflection

Most farmers are earning AAA 
soil building practices for 1942 
with the application of lime and 
fertilizer, AAA officials report.

The cost is deducted from money 
which will be earned for compli­ 
ance with the farm program this 
year.
